SERVES COFFEE COUNTY 


Dextofication 


Every day is a ‘‘special’’ day at the Detoxification Center, 
North 5th Street, Florala, Alabama. They say there is no per- 
It is like sin, there is always that 
temptation. But, on the other hand, every time you say ‘‘no”’ 
to the offer of a drink; it is like saying ‘‘no’’ to the devil - you 
gain strength through saying no. Witheachday of total abstinence, 
the temptation to drink becomes less likely 

The primary purpose of the detox center in Florala, serving 
a four county area, Covington, Coffee, Crenshaw and Butler, is 
to help problem drinkers kick the habit. Their success, since 
the opening of the center in Florala on November 1, 1973, has 
been astounding. Out of the 113 people treated, only six have 
returned. 

The Detoxification Center for alcoholics opened first in Anda- 
lusia and was located in a small trailer with only three beds. It 
soon became evident that this facility was much too small to 
serve the four-county area, hence the move to Florala, where 14 
beds are now available to patients. 

The patients at the Detox Center get preferred, personalized 
treatment from the very best nursing staff Covington County has 
to offer. Patients are not forced through an agonizing with- 
drawal from alcohol as one might expect. They are put on medi- 
cation for three days and after that, they are given vitamins, 
plenty of bed rest and are fed when able to eat. For entertain- 
ment, there is reading,TV, and plenty of good conversation with 
staff members and visitors. Counseling sessions with clinical 
psychologists are also available to those desiring their services. 

The Detox Center has only one requirement, patients are not 
allowed to drink while a guest at the ‘‘halfway house’. There is 
a fee charged to those with an income but to those patients who 
are broke - it’s all free. In most cases, patients of the halfway 
house have lost their family, friends and money and would pro- 
bably die a drink except for the wonderful services offered at the 
Detoxification Center. 

Patients of the Detox Center are encouraged, but not forced, 
to join the Alcoholics Anonymous classes held every Monday 
night at the Center. AA, founded in 1935, has probably had the 
greatest success in treating alcoholism. The organization now 
has more than 650,000 members in the U.S. Most noteworthy in 
recent years has been the influx of young people and women into 
the organization. An AA spokesman says, ‘‘Twenty years ago, we 
considered somebody 30 as ‘young’. Now we're getting them in 
their teens and early 20's. We used to be 80 per-cent men - 
now it’s 50-50.’ ” = 

Members of the staff include the Reverend Joe Bates, Co- 
ordinator-Counselor; Mrs. Jewell Whitten, LPN; Mrs. Willie 
Ray O'Neal, RN; Para-professionals, Walter Hooks, Herman 
Bozeman, and Night Supervisor, Marlin Wilson. 

Commitments to the center are voluntary or by referral. It 
has been said that before an alcoholic can recover from his ad- 
diction or disease, as it is sometimes referred to, he must first 
have the desire and motivation to accept treatment. Before the 
rehabilitation process can begin, the alcoholic must recognize 
the fact that he has a problem andthen be determined to do some- 
thing about it. Unfortunately, acceptance of theillness, for many, 
is the hardest part. 

According to a report in the current TV Guide, the National 
Council on Alcoholism’ estimates that there are nine million 
alcoholics in the U.S., each affecting an average of five other 
persons - wives, husbands, parents, children, employers. Thus, 
45 million persons are affected by alcoholism. The magnitude 
of the problem and its cost in money, human lives and human 
misery are staggering. It drains the economy of an estimated $15 
billion a year, according to the First Special Report to the U.S. 
Congress on Alcohol and Health, from the Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. Deaths attributable to alcohol have 
reached 50,000 per year, including half of all traffic fatalities. 

Also noted in the TV Guide report was a statement by Sen. 
Harold Hughes (D-Iowa), who calls himself a recovered alcoholic. 
He said, ‘‘The composite portrait of the alcoholic in America 
cuts through every stratum of our society. It is not confined to 
the skid-row bum, but includes the best and the brightest, the 
poor and the affluent, the young and the old, business and pro- 
fessional people and housewives who drink behind the closed 
blinds of their homes.”’ ; 

The Florala Detoxification Center and ‘‘half-way house’’ for 
alcoholics is a division of the South Central Alabama Regional 
Mental Health Center, located in Andalusia, also serving the four 
county area of Coffee, Covington, Butler and Crenshaw. These 
programs are both federally funded but since the Detox Center is 
just a pilot program, money is always in sho demand. 

From March 1, 1974 to February 18, 1975, the State has alloted 
$50,000 dollars for the operation of the Florala center. The 
total budget for the year is $64,000 leaving $14,000 to come through 
donations. The program was approved by the State Department of

ORDINANCE FIXING RE- 
CORDER’S COURT COSTS 
ORDINANCE NO. 1974-2 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA, 
as follows 

Section 1. That all fines im- 
posed by the Recorder shall 
be paid in lawful money of the 
United States of America. 

Section 2. That all fines, 
penalties, forfeitures and re- 
coveries for violation of any law 
or ordinance of the City of 
Elba shall be for the use and 
benefit of the City of Elba un- 
less otherwise expressly pro- 
vided. 

Section 3. That upon con- 
viction in the Recorder’s Court 
of the City of Elba for a vio- 
lation of any ordinance of the 
City of Elba, there shall be 
taxed against the Defendant, as 
court costs, the sum of Thir- 
teen and No/100 ($13.00) Dol- 
lars; provided further that inall 
cases which are nol prossed 
before conviction the court 
may, in the discretion of the 
Recorder, tax all costs. All 
costs taxed as herein provided 
shall be collected by the Clerk 
and paid into the City of Elba 
Treasury, and said costs shall 
be in addition to any officer's 
fees provided by law. The 
costs in every case tried be- 
fore the Recorder shall be 
entered on a trial docket and 
in no case shall any person 
be entitled to any fees unless 
such fees are clearly set out on 
the docket, and it shall be the 
duty of the Recorder to en- 
force this provision.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING 
SECTIONS 2 & 3 OF ORDI- 
NANCE NO. 1968-5 OF THE 
City of Elba LEVYING A 
PRIVILEGE OR LICENSE TAX 
AGAINST PERSONS, FIRMS, 
OR CORPORATIONS 
ENGAGED IN THE BUSINESS 
OF SELLING TANGIBLE 
PERSONAL PROPERTY AT 
RETAIL OR CONDUCTING 
PLACES OF AMUSEMENT IN 
THE City of Elba OR WITHIN 
ITS POLICE JURISDICTION. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the 
City Council of the City of 
Elba in the State of Alabama 
as follows: 

1. Section 2 of Ordinance 
No. 1968-5 of the City of Elba 
which was adopted by the City 
Council and approved by the 
Mayor of the said City on 
September 23, 1968 is hereby 
amended so that the said Sec- 
tion 2 shall read in its en- 
tirety as follows: 

Section 1. For the privi- 
lege of engaging or continuing 
within the city in the business 
activities hereinafter referred 
to, there is hereby levied, in 
addition to all other taxes of 
every kind now imposed by law, 
and shall be collected as herein 
provided, a privilege or license 


tax against the person on ac- 
count of the business activi- 
ties and in the amounts to be 
determined by the application 
of rates against gross proceeds 
of sales, or gross receipts, as 
the case may be, as follows:

This ordinance shall 
become effective on the Ist 
day of October, 1973.

New Training 


Through its experience in 
Vietnam and due to the status 
of world events,the Army is 
developing a different type of 
training for its helicopter pi- 
lots that is being studied at 
Ft. Rucker. 

The. U. S. Army Research In- 
stitute for the Behavioral and 
Social Sciences (ARI), Arling- 
ton, Va., is conducting the study 
designed to determine how 
much and what type of training 
is required to produce profic- 
ient pilots in both navigation 
and aircraft control at nap- 
of-the-earth altitudes. 

The study is being perfor- 
med by a field team of behav- 
ioral research scientists 
headed by Dr. David Meister, 
aircrew performance work unit 
area, Team Performance En- 
hancement Technical Area, 
ARI, with Captain James P. 
Isenhower, Jr., project officer 
with the Department of Resi- 
dent Training and Management 
and the Aviation School, both 
at Rucker, having responsibi- 
lity for performing the test 
and providing pilots, facilities, 
helicopters and general sup- 

ort. 

NOE flight, not entirely new 
to the Army, has been given as 
introductory type instruction 
to pilots going through train- 
ing at the Aviation School at 
Ft. Rucker since last spring. 

It was learned in combat that 
low level flying was necessary 
due to anti-aircraft weapons 
and electronic measures that 
endanger the aircraft. 

In NOE flight the helicopter 
flies as close to the ground as 
vegetation, such as trees, and 
obstacles permit. The pilot 
maintains a variable airspeed 
and altitude while he flies in 
valleys and below tree top level 
or as needed to secure protec- 
tion, 

Doing air speeds of 25 to 55 
mph, while varying the altitude, 
in a helicopter doing NOE re- 
sembles a ride on an air cush- 
ioned roller coaster. Thealti- 
tude is, as First Lt. Harold T. 
Cook, Jr., instructor pilot for 
ARI, said, “one inch above the 
trees, sometime the skids are 
actually in the trees, while the 
belly of the ship remains as 
close as possible.” 

The pilot weaves through and 
around vegetation, hills and 
man-made structures while the 
co-pilot/navigator briefs him 
on the route, hazards, air- 
speeds and checkpoints (land- 
marks). 

“Navigation is the most im- 
portant thing in NOE” said Ist 
Lt. Cook.

FERTILIZER AND WATER- 
WAYS 


This year promises to be 
one of the most difficult years 
ever, with respect to buying 
fertilizer. Nitrogen fertilizer 
has doubled in price from last 
year and other grades have 
also increased greatly. Inadd- 
ition to the high prices, some 
people are having a difficult 
time getting fertilizer at any 
price. 

Because of these conditions, 
some people will cut back or 
even try to eliminate use of 
fertilizer. One area that will 
probably be neglected is fer- 
tilizing waterways. Waterways 
should be fertilized just as 
corn or peanuts should be fer- 
tilized. Grass in unfertilized 
waterways will not grow and 
cover the ground as it should. 
This could cause the waterway 
to wash out and cause a gully. 
Maybe, we can get by with 
reducing fertilizer for water- 
ways, but we should not elim- 
inate it entirely. 


Recycling Pays Off!! 


Concrete’ figures are be- 
ginning to emerge from Ft.

One of the efforts is the 
recycling of used oil, an idea 
which came from the Depart- 
ment of Facilities- Engineering 
(DFAE).

GRAPEFRUIT 

Many people wonder how the 
nutrient content of pink and 
white grapefruits differ, 

One-half of a white grape- 
fruit provides 10 International 
Units of Vitamin A, while one- 
half of a pink grapefruit sup- 
plies 400 International Units of 
this vitamin. 

The body needs about 4,000 
International Units of Vitamin 
A per day, so one-half of a 
pink grapefruit supplies about 
one tenth of the Vitamin A 
needed each day. 

However, both the white and 
pink grapefruits are good sour- 
ces of Vitamin C.

POTTING PLANTS 

It will soon be time to re- 
pot house plants. Perhaps some 
of your house plants look sick. 
Well, you can probably help 
them by re-potting. 

Re-potting house plants each 
spring helps them grow strong 
during the summer and with- 
stand the winter better. 

Increasing pot size by two 
inches will usually give good 
results. If you are going to 
use an’ old pot, serub it tho- 
roughly, And soak new po- 
rous clay pots for at least one 
hour to replace the air in the 
wall with water. 

Prepare a good soil of two 
parts garden loam and one part 
organic matter--well-de-com- 
posed manure, leaf mold, com- 
post or peat. Then, remove 
the plant and the soil from the 
old pot. You can force the 
roots apart with your fingers. 
Loosen the, root mass so each 
root can come in contact with 
the fresh soil. 

Place a piece of broken 
pot, concave side down, over 
the hole in the new pot, Cover 
this with enough soil so the 
plant and soil ball will be below 
the rim of the pot when press- 
ed down gently. 

Place the plant in the cen- 
ter of the pot and add soil 
gradually. Pack the soil firm- 
ly with your fingertips as you 
add it, leaving no large air 
spaces.

Peanut Flakes Are 


A New Protein 
Source 


“A new food product--pea- 
nut flakes--may be the biggest 
breakthrough for the peanut 
Since peanut butter was in- 
vented,” says Dean Bond, Ex- 
tension peanut specialist. 

Bond says the nutritional 
value of peanut ilakes is sim- 
ilar to that of high-protein soy- 
bean products And peanut- 
based products will probably 
be accepted by the public more 
readily than soybean based pro- 
ducts since people are more 
used to peanuts. 

And, the specialist adds that 
peanuts contain no cholesterol, 
cost less to produce than soy- 
beans and can be flavored to 
taste like any food. For ex- 
ample, the flakes can be add- 
ed to meat to make luncheon 
meats that look and taste like 
the real thing but contain two- 
thirds peanuts 

Bond says peanut flakes, 
Similar in appearance to dried 
potato flakes, are made from 
the whole nut, minus the red 
skin

C.W. Moody and Merlin Dixon 
Wildfire Prevention Specialist 
with the Alabama Forestry 
Commission, were there to 
witness the signing.’’

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KRUIT AND NUT VARIETIES 

A lot of people ask me about 
fruit and nut varieties that we 
recommend for Coffee County 
and South Alabama. Dr. Mau- 
rice Ferree sent the following 
information to me just recent- 
ly which I believe will be help- 
ful. 

We recommend Brogden and 
Wiregrass apple varieties. 
They are good for cooking and 
for desserts. Three other var- 
ieties are acceptable for cook- 
ing. They are Dorsett Golden, 
Einshiemer, and Anna. 

Recommended peach variet- 
ies are Springbrite, Redcap, 
Loring, Redskin, and Dixiland. 

For blackberry varieties, 
we recommend Young and Boy- 
sen, 

We also have varieties on 
blackberries, grapes, figs, str- 
awberries, and plums. Inci- 
dentally, the top pecans for 
home production are Barton, 
Candy, Rockwell, Elliott, and 
Stuart. For commercial or- 
chards we recommend Cape 
Fear and Desirable. 


FUEL REQUIREMENTS 

Have you ever done any 
figuring on how many gallons 
of gasoline or diesel fuel it 
takes to grow crops? For corn 
it takes 12-15 gallons per acre 

r if you are using diesel it will 

Tike 7-11 gallons. Soybeans 
are about the same. Peanuts 
will require 20-25 gallons of 
gasoline or 15-20 gallons of 
diesel per acre. Cotton requi- 
res about 5 gallons per acre 
less than peanuts. 

On hay crops where you 
figure about three cuttings per 
year, it requires about 15-18 
gallons of gasoline or 10-13 
gallons of diesel. Small grains 
like oats, wheat and rye figure 
on 5-8 of gasoline and 4-7 of 
diesel. Using this information, 
you can get a pretty close esti- 
mate on your fuel requirements 
for 1974. 


LIME 

Dr. Walter Sowell, our soils 
specialist at Auburn, does an 
excellent job in promoting lime. 
He knows the importance of 
lime, perhaps more so than 
any other individual in Alabama. 
He has long been associated 
with the soil testing Jabora- 
tory at Auburn. Having work- 
ed in Coffee County as assis- 
tant county agent for several 


| years some years back, he is 


very familiar with our soil 
needs. Here is what he says 
about lime: “The availahility 
of the plant nutrients applied 


' in fertilizer may be seriously 
| reduced 


in soils with a low 
PH because such elements as 
aluminum, iron and manganese 
which are released in extreme- 
ly acid soils react with the 
essential nutrients to form 
compounds that cause them to 
be’ unavailable for plant use. 
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ing the number of fires to an

“The final petroleum alloc- 
ation and price regulations es- 
tablished by the Federal Energy 
Office (FEO) call for agricul- 
tural production--along with 
other essential industries--to 
receive 100 per cent of cur- 
rent requirements for various 
fuels,” says William Mayfield, 
Extension agricultural  en- 
gineer. 

Fuels included are propane, 
butane, motor gasoline, avia- 
tion fuel and diesel fuel. May- 
field says natural gas and elec- 
tricity aren’t covered by these 
regulations. 

“The regulations,” adds the 
specialist, “also state that 
whose allocation 
level is 100 per cent of cur- 
rent requirements for any fuel 
must certify to his supplier.

A new classroom and 
building nearing 
completion on the college cam- 
pus has enabled an expansion 
of the technical course curri- 
culum, Tentative plans are now 
being made for an appliance 
repair course to start in April 
and a cosmetology program 
which would begin in late 
spring. Refrigeration and air 
conditioning and a steno-sec- 
retarial course were added to

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Ziglar Hired 
Full Time 
By Board 


In a joint meeting on Mon- 
day, the Elba Light and Water 
Board and the Elba City Coun- 
cil voted to hire Mayor Owen 
Ziglar as Manager of the Light 
and Water Department ata sal- 
ary of $500 per month. 

With this new position, Mayor 
Ziglar will be a full-time em- 
ployee of the City of Elba. He 
presently draws a salary of 
$250 per month as Mayor. On 
Tuesday following the Monday 
evening decision of the joint 
boards, Ziglar resigned his 
position at Cook Chevrolet and 
will begin full time with the 
City on March Ist. 

At the beginning of the meet- 
ing Mayor Ziglar asked Water 
Board Chairman, Lamar  S. 
Rainer, Jr. to assume the ch- 
airmanship of the joint meet- 
ing since he was being con- 
sidered for the employment. 
The pros and cons of the mat- 
ter were discussed at length 
and Ziglar was quizzed by the 
board members about what he 
felt he could do for the City 
and Board if the decision was 
made to employ him. 

Ziglar told the group that if 
they wanted a part-time mayor, 
a part-time mayor is what they 
would get, but that he could not 
continue devoting six and seven 
hours a day at city hall for 
only $250 a month. He said 
that if the group decided to hire 
a manager and choose him for 
the position, he would work dili- 
gently to see that the commu- 
nity prospered. He promised 
to actively seek all federal and 
state grants available to Elba. 

When the vote was taken at 
7p.m., Ziglar and Water Board 
member and Councilman Sam 
Sawyer both abstained from 
voting. Sawyer noted that he 
was not opposed to the move 
but would not vote. 

Voting for the proposal were 
Board members Charles 
Hayes, Ben Carpenter and 
Lamar Rainer. Also voting for 
the proposal were Councilmen 
Charles Ellis, Ronnie Vaughan 
and Virgil Coleman. 


Formal groundbreaking cer- 
emonies were held Tuesday, 
February 26, 1974 on the 50 
units of Section 23 Leased 
Housing located off the Brantley 
Highway on a 10-acre tract of 
land. Known as HUD Project 
Alabama 107-5, it will be ad- 
ministered by the Housing Au- 
thority of the City of Elba and 
leased to low income families. 

The first shovel of ground 
was broken by Mayor Owen 
Ziglar, D. M. Englishand Mary 
Flowers. Mr. Englishis chair- 
man of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Housing Auth- 
rity and Mrs. Flowers is the 
executive director. The units 
should be ready for occupancy 
in nine to eleven months. 

The 50 units consist of 10- 
one bedroom units (Elderly), 
16 - two bedroom units, 20 - 
three bedroom units, and 4 - 
four bedroom units. The one 
bedroom units are specially 
designed for the Elderly with 
one unit particularly designated 
for the Handicapped. In addi- 
tion there is a Management, 
Maintenance, Community 
building. This building will be 
the central focus of the project 
for administration and main- 
tenance by the executive dir- 
ector. It also serves as a 
meeting place for various acti- 
vities of the Elderly and other 
tenants. 

The project is being financed 
with tax exempt bonds in the 
name of the Elba Leased Hous- 
ing Corporation, an Alabama 
non-profit corporation. The 
bonds in no way obligate the 
City but are backed by an An- 
nual Contributions Contract be- 


tween the Department of Hous- 


ing and Urban Development and 
the Housing Authority of the 
City of Elba. The corpora- 
tion will lease the units to the 
Housing Authority for twenty 
years. By using this method 
of financing the units are do- 
nated from the start to the 
Housing Authority. Financing 
was arranged through UMIC, 
Inc. in Memphis, Tennessee. 

The project is being devel- 
oped by Southern Development 
Company in Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, who has already com- 
pleted 717 units under the Lea- 
sed Housing Program in Ala- 
bama, Florida and Mississippi. 
Construction is being perform- 
ed by Enco Engineering Cor- 
poration of Enterprise, Ala- 
bama, in conjunction with ‘a 
local builder, King Construct- 
ion Company. 

Commissioners of the Hous- 
ing Authority in attendance 
were J. A. Galimore,’S. T. 
Morrow, and W. H. Scarbrough: 
Members of the Elba Leased 
Housing Corporation included: 
Pat Hudson and Byron Bruce. 
Others in attendance included 
Jack Godin, Jr. of Southern 
Development Company, Robert 
King and Bobby King of King 
Construction Company. 

Glen Vaughan, a member of 
the Housing Authority, and J. L. 
Morrow, a member of the Elba 
Leased Housing Corporation, 
were not present at the ground 
breaking ceremonies.
